CONTROL CHICKEN POX 


Fowl pox, or chicken pox as it 
is commonly called, causes heavy 
animal losses to Missouri poultry 
raisers. 
This disease is more pre­ 
valent in the southern part of Mis­ 
souri. 
County Agent F. B. Veatch 
Jr., says there are signs of fowl 
pox in flocks in Scott county. 
Death rate due to this disease 
is not high. 
The loss experienced
